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Gunman kills 5 at Md. paper 


Capital Gazette had received threats on social 
media; suspect is in custody but not cooperating

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — A man with a ven- 
detta against an Annapolis newspaper fired 
a long gun through the newsroom’s glass 
doors and at its employees, killing five and 
injuring two others Thursday in what po- 
lice described as a “targeted attack.” 

The shooting at the Capital Gazette is 


probably the deadliest involving journalists 
in the United States in decades. As they 
worked to understand the gunman’s motive 
Thursday night, police said the newsroom 
had recently received threats of violence 
through social media. 

The suspected gunman, who was identi- 
fied as Jarrod W. Ramos on Thursday night, 
was not cooperating with police investiga- 
tors. He carried cannisters with smoke gre- 
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nades that he used inside the building, po- 
lice said. 

“This person was prepared today to 
come in, this person was prepared to shoot 
people,” Anne Arundel County’s acting po- 
lice chief, William Krampf, said. “His intent 
was to cause harm.” 

Among those killed was the veteran col- 
umnist, editor, and journalism teacher Rob 
Hiaasen. 

Hiaasen, 59, brother of best-selling au- 
thor and journalist Carl Hiaasen, had been

Report alleges misconduct 
by former state lawmaker

An investigation unsealed Thursday in Boston 
federal court outlined a multimillion-dollar over- 
billing scheme by some of the nation’s top class- 
action law firms and alleged misconduct by a 
prominent former state lawmaker. 

The scathing 377-page report by a court-ap- 
pointed special master took aim at the business 
practices of three well-known firms, including 
Boston-based Thornton Law Firm and its manag- 
ing partner, former representative Garrett Brad- 
ley. 

Among the report’s findings: Bradley and oth- 
er attorneys were “hyper-focused on attempting 
to increase or ‘jack up’ ” billable hours, and law- 
yers had a “troubling disdain for candor and 
transparency that at times crossed the line into 
outright concealment of facts.” One lawyer with a 
Texas firm received $4.1 million and never ap- 
peared in court and performed no work, the re- 
port noted.

As storm aid runs out, many 
must decide to stay or return

A program that has paid for hotel rooms for 
thousands of people who fled Puerto Rico after 
Hurricane Maria is coming to an end on Satur- 
day, leaving the families with two choices: Go 
back to the island or find a way to stay. 

FEMA has been contacting Puerto Ricans 
who’ve been staying in hotels through the Tem- 
porary Sheltering Assistance Program, including 
some in Massachusetts, to offer one-way flights 
back to the island. The deadline to travel is July 1. 

Since last fall, FEMA has spent more than $84 
million on the temporary lodging needed after 
Maria devastated the island in September. The 
Category 4 storm left thousands without access 
to basic needs such as gas, power, and clean wa- 
ter. Today, power remains spotty on the island 
and many homes are without roofs.

Laura Perille, the president and chief 
executive of the Boston education non- 
profit EdVestors, said she intends to push 
for change as the interim superintendent 
of the Boston Public Schools, and won’t

tee] and the mayor have given me broad 
authority,” Perille said Thursday in her 
first interview since being nominated as 
the temporary schools chief. “Important 
moves can be made by an interim that can 
position the next leader with a better plat- 
form than they would be walking into in 
this particular moment in time.” 

Perille’s remarks came during an edito- 
rial board meeting with the Globe, as she 
sat next to Mayor Martin. J. Walsh and a 
few seats away from School Committee 
Chairman Michael Loconto, who formally 
announced her recommendation for the 
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Marty Walsh’s choice for interim 
superintendent is Laura Perille.
